A Word about John Wycliffe.

We are coming at last to 


the fact that the prophet is not the

The five hundredth anniversary of 
bis death, (Dec. 31, 1584,) is bringing 


John Wycliffe prominently into the 
thoughts of men. He deserves to be 
recalled and honored afresh in our 
memory, for be contributed in no slight 
way to political and religious progress; | 
he was the creator of much which we 
have Inherited and now enjoy. He 
was a prophet and by that fact a patriot 
and reformer, and especially has he 
laid English speaking people under 
perpetual indebtedness to himself 


This brief sketch cannot attempt 
even an outline of his character and 
work. It will suggest only a few sali- 


ent features with the hope of stimulat- 
ing who may chance to read it 
toa further study of a notable 
Wyeliffe’s life was cast in

the parish churches in England. The 
ideas and principles which took definite 
and active form in his more 
work, were, we may be sure, embodied 
in the iustruction which he gave to the 
large body of admiring and devoted 
students gathered about him at Oxford. 
They were won by the freshness and 
of his spirit, He was 
called by them the “Doctor Evangeli- 
cua, 

The event which first brought Wy- 
cliffe publicly to view as the prophet of 
his time, was the part he took in Eng- 
land's opposition to the demand of the 
Pope for the payment, with all arrear- 
ages of the feudal tribute known as 
Peter’s Pence. This tribute had been 
paid in perpetuity upon the people by 
King Joho of unsavory memory, who 
to extricate himself from the Ecclesi- 
astical ban laid upon himself and his 
kingdom, pledged an annual payment 
forever of a thousand marks into the 
Ecclesiastical treasury. Partly in con- 
sequence of this he had been forced to 
grant Magna Charta, and this had 
already become a tonic in the blood of 
England; and when Urban demanded 
the puyment of the feudal tribute, 
which had not been collected for more 
than thirty years, the English parlia- 
ment, mainly through John Wycliff’s 
influence, declared unalterable opposi- 
tion, and the tribute remained unpaid. 

This seems a very simple and nat- 
ural thing to do, but it was then neith- 
er simple nor natural. It was the 
germ of all Protestantism. It denied 
the supremacy of Ecclesiastical over 
national authority. It entered the 
wedge which has split asunder the po- 
litical unity of church and state. It 
has for one of its effects, the almost 
humorous spectacle of the present 
Pontiff at Rome going with the multi- 
tude of Italian citizens tothe Assessor 
to pay his poll-tax, registering himself 
after the manner of the rest—Name: 
Giovacchino Pecci; Business, Pope. 

This act then of the English Parlia- 
ment which is really Wycliff’s act was 
epochal. It moreover reveals the pur- 
pose and spirit of the man. Having! 
guaged his character by the greatness 
of an act like this, we cao quite readi- 
ly infer what he would go on to do. |

It seems almost by a series of acci- 
dents that Wycliffe did not die by force 
ou account of his dangerous and revo- 
lutionary opinions. But in this regard 
he did not share the fate of many re- 
formers. He was stricken with paral- 
ysis while holdiug mass in the parish 
church at Sutterworth, and died in the 
parsonage there three in 
tranquillity and peace. 

By our recollection and honor and 
tributes paid to the great men of the 
world, we build the tombs of the pro- 
phets. Let us be careful that by our 
attitude to preseat prophets we do not 
subject ourselves to Christ’s satire— 
that it is very fitting that we should 
build the tombs to the prophets whom 
our fathers killed.

Capital Cautions, 


It may be set down as an axiom that 
all legisiation calculated to injure capi- 
tal is invariably followed by a long pe- 
riod of financial depression. Self-pro- 
tection is one of the first laws of na- 
ture. If a man is walking on a railroad 
track, and sees a train approaching, he 
does not remain on the track uatil the 
engine strikes him before making an 
attempt to get out of the way. At the 
first note of warning, he steps aside 
until the danger has passed. 

So it is with the manufacturer, the 
contractor, the capitalist generally; 
when bills are introduced in Congress 
Or State Legislatures which tend to 
injure, cripple or binder corporations 
or paralyze trade; the mercantile com- 
munity does not wait until the laws are 
passed before closing their factories 
and shops, but, in anticipation of the 
passage of such measures prepare for 
the worst. In this they display busi- 
ness tact and ability. The men who 
cannot thus anticipate the danger must 
fall when the blow comes. But the 
far-seeing, shrewd man prepares bim- 
self in advance, and is ready, at the 
least sacrifice, to meet the approaching 
trouble. 

The present time shows this probably 
more than any other. The business 
community ts unsettled, feverish, una- 
ble to rely upon Congress and the 
Legislature as it shquld; it lacks confi- 
dence, and fears legislation adverse to 
the business interests of the country. 
Ic is the people who should restore that 
confidence, and they can do so by urg- 
ing their representatives io Congress 
aud Legislature, by petitions and 
otherwise, to mould their acts so as to 
remove these fears.—Erening News.

The License Vote. 

In compliance with the provisions of 
the statutes, the Secretary of the Com- 
monuwealth of Masrachusetts, o 
Wednesday sent to the Legislature the 
returns of the votes on the license 
question in the State, together with a 
statement of the tumber of licenses 
granted by classes, and the amount re- 
ceived for the’same. Of the 317 cities 
and towns in the State 106 voted to 
grant licenses: 

In Barnstable County, 2 towns; 
Berkshire 16; Bristol 5; Essex 12; 
Franklin 9; Hampden 9; Hampshire 8; 
Middiesex 19; Norfolk 3: Plymouth 5: 
Suffolk, 3; Worcester 150. The three 
towns in Norfolk County were Dedham, 
Medway and Needham. Eight towns 
did not vote on the question, and 231 


refused to graut licenses. 

The total number of licenses granted 
in the State was 6667, for which $1,- 
O37 273.62 was received. The number 
of licenses revoked was 32. The total 
vote in the affirmative on the license 
question was 103,293, and 79,414 votes 
were cast in the negative. By coun- 
ties, the revenues derived from these 
licenses were as follows: Barnstable, 
ones; Berkshire, $41,231; Bristol, $99,- 

; Essex, 805,544.42; Franklin, $11,- 
439. Hampden, $42,779; Hampshire, 
214,265; Middlesex, $107,721; Nan- 
tucket $825; Norfolk, $3511; Ply-

Languor, loss of appetite, headache 
and prustration are the minor results 
of bad drainage, imperfect ventilation 
and other unbygienic conditions, Some 
people are less susceptible than others 
to unsanitary conditions, but that does 
notalter the truth that zymonic dis- 


eases are developed and spread by filth

Water from bad wells 
enters the stomach, the water having 
been polluted by cesspools, slops and 
defects in drains, and often not per- 
ceived by taste or smell.
